Dear Mr. Dulles* 


This Headquarters is contemplating transmitting to the Archi- 
vist of the United States, in accordance with the Records Disposal Act 
of 19h3, as amended, a Request for Authority to Dispose of Records 
(Standard Form 115), providing for the complete destruction of the 
individual files of registrants of the Selective Training and Service 
Act of 19li0, as amended. This action is pronpted by a drastic reduction, 
by tho Bureau of the Budget, in funds for servicing the records during 
the fiscal year 195k* 

The Selective Service System has been furnishing information 
from the above files, as described in Section 1670 (b)(l8), Selective 
Service Regulations, to the following offices of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency* (1) the Executive for Inspection and Security, (2) the 
Security Branch, and (3) the Employee Investigation Service, and. it 
would appear proper that those offices be consulted in advance of the 
initiation of the proposed action. 

Should the Disposal List be submitted and approved by the Joint 
Committee on the Disposition of Executive Papers, the service given to 
your administration from such records will cease within the ensuing fiscal 
year. It is not contemplated that any of the records authorized for dis- 
posal will be made available for transfer to any other Federal agency, 
including the General Services Administration, 

I Your _coirpent on the proposed action will be appreciated. Such 

. comment should include a statement as to ■what other sources, if any, 

I could be consulted to obtain the information now being procured from 

the records of the Selective Training and Service Act of 19^0, as amended. 
Since the destruction of these records would appear to be of considerable 
importance to the Central Intelligence Agency, it would be of advantage 
to have a representative of your office discuss the matter with Colonel 
Michael R. London, of this Headquarters.
